W ashington, Feb. 2.—A larger pro­ 


portion of the Egyptian cotton nowr 
used in this country should be home 
grown, say specialists in the United 
States departm ent of agriculture. The 
varieties raised in Egypt are liable to 
m arked deterioration 
through 
inter­ 
crossing and a number of pests, in 
Abarticular the pink bollworm, cause 
wide fluctuations in the total produc­ 
tion from year to year. 
It seems un­ 
safe, therefore, for American manu­ 
facturers to depend for their rawr ma- 
tciial entirely upon Egypt. 
As yet the only section of the coun­ 
try in which the industry has become 
established is the Salt river valley of 
Arizona. 
Experiments 
have 
shown, 
however, th at the crop can be grown 
on the Yuma reclamation project and 
in the Imperial valley of California. 
In tim corn belt proper, the shortness 
of the season and the presence of the 
boil weevil w ill, it is believed, prevent 
Egyptian cotton from being profitable. 
W ith 300,000 acres under irrigation in 
the Salt river valley, however, a well 
balanced agriculture could devote 50,- 
000 acres to Egyptian cotton, and it 
is not unreasonable to expect that this 
land enriched by alfalfa and managed 
by skillful farmers should produce an 
average of a bale an acre. 
In 1914 
the total production of Egyptian cot­ 
ton in the United States was only 
6,187 bales. 
The comparatively little 
difficulty 
experienced 
by Salt river 
valley growers in marketing an un­ 
familiar product is ascribed largely to 
the * co-operative measures which en­ 
able them to offer it in uniform lots 
of sufficient size to interest buyers. 
The grading was done in accordance 
with standards suggested by the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture.

Paris, Feb. 2.—“You Americans are 


selling us im m ense quantities of sup­ 


plies—some good, some 
inferior—at 


high w*ar prices, but you do it honest* 
Iv; you tell us w*hat you’re going to 
deliver,” said M onsieur 
E. Almond, 
head of the senate 
finance commit­ 
tee, reviewing the 
present condition 
of 
exchange 
for 
the 
Associated 
Press.. 
“W e are buying perhaps more than 
$600,OGO,OOO w orth 
of 
goods a year 
from you now*, while aside from silks 
and satins we are selling you little of 
anything,” he added. 
“That trem en­ 
dous balance of trade, with the war 
still going on, explains why the $250,- 
000,000 you loaned us was insufficient 
to equalize exchange. 
“The balance of trade was always 
in your favor, 
but 
you yourselves 
maintained the parity of the franc by 
spending 
your 
dollars 
in 
travel 
ihrough France. 
“A 
billion 
francs—two 
hundred 
million dollars—is what we are los­ 
ing annually 
since 
Americans are 
spending at home the 
money 
they 
formerly spent here, m aking a differ­ 
ence against 
us 
of 
som ething like 
four billion francs, which, of course, 
a billion and a quarter loan can not 
affect. 
“Exchange 
between 
London 
and 
New York is easier because English 
investors 
hold 
American securities 
to a far greater am ount than we. The 
payment of interest and dividends on 
those investm ents relieves the situa­ 
tion. If France had placed in Ameri­ 
ca the fifteen billion francs she has 
loaned Russia, the interest payments 
would go far to equalize exchange. 
“Exchange 
betw een 
Berlin 
and 
New 
York 
suffers 
from 
different 
causes. The franc is at a discount in 
New* York because 
the 
money is 
continually going that way. Germany 
has no big paym ents to make; 
«she 
is unable 
to 
assure 
transatlantic 
transportation and can buy 
only in 
limited quantities from her adjoining 
neutral neighbors. She produces her 
ow*n steel, coal 
and 
chemical pro­ 
ducts, while we buy them in Ameri­ 
ca. W ith us the depreciation may be 
considered a m aterial and accidental 
circumstance. After the war, or as 
soon as we have bought all the steel 
and other supplies we need from you, 
the franc will go back to par.” 
“The w ar is now costing us two 
and a half billion francs ($500,000,- 
000) a month, of w'hich o n e billion 800 
million francs are spent in F ra n c e ,’ 
said Monsieur Almond, leading up to 
Hie question of France’s financial re­ 
quirements. 
“At that rate w*e shall have to issue 
another loan in the near future. 
The 
six and a half billion francs in rash 
produced by Hie loan ii sued in De­ 
cember will be spent by the month of 
April. 
By that time nearly five bil­ 
lion francs of the money distributed 
throughout the country will be avail­ 
able for another loan that 
will 
he 
floated under far more favorable con­ 
ditions. 
The Saloniki situation, which 
was acute at the time of our five per 
cent loan, unquestionably frightened 
big capital. 
This is well knowm in 
financial circles and is borne out by 
facts connected with the loan. 
For 
instance, the num ber of subscribers 
was greater in proportion to the total 
amount subscribed than of any gov­ 
ernm ent loan issued in France. 
“Three and a half million subscrib­ 
ers took fourteen and a half billions 
in bonds, or an average of about 4,000 
francs each. 
The average of form er 
loans was 
from 
30,000 
to 
150,000 
francs each. 
This proves that it was 
largely the small capitalist, the little 
tradesm en, the humble classes with 
small savings that took up the loan. 
Another loan, issued under circum­ 
stances becoming every 
day 
more 
favorable in France, will produce a 
greater cash total, as I estim ate that 
there is at the present time fourteen 
anti a half billion francs in circula­ 
tion in France. 
Deducting the six 
and one-half billions in cash subscrib­ 
ed to recent loans, there are seven 
and onedialf billions unsubscribed to

IS NECESSITY OF BETTER EDUCATION 


Brazilian Professor of Law Says That 
th e 
S u p e rn a tu ra l 
H as 
Been 
Banished From Domain 
of Science. 


Panama, Fob. 2.—Infidelity is ram­ 
pant among the professional and stu­ 
dent classes of hat in-America, accord­ 
ing to the report of the commission on 
literature which presented its report 
today to the Congress 
on 
Religious 
Work in Latin-America, which is in 
session here. 
Quoting a correspondent, the com­ 
mission says: 
“In probably no class of men in the 
civilized world today is infidelity so 
rampant as among 
the 
professional 
and student classes of Latin America. 
As suggestive of their attitude toward 
religion Dr. Robert E. Speer quoted 
a Brazilian professor of law*: There is 
no longer confidence in the Christian 
dogma. 
The supernatural has been 
banished from the domain of science. 
** * * God is a myth. * * * Man in­ 
vented God and gods that the world 
might be ruled. The simple spirit re­ 
frains from all criticism and accepts 
the idea of God without resistance. 
The cultured spirit repels the idea in 
virtue of its inherent contradictions.’” 
A s a further example of the atti 
tude of the cultured classes of Latin- 
America toward religion a quotation 
is given from an address by a Mexican 
literary man delivered recently in the 
United States. 
The Mexican scholar 
divided 
the 
field of cultural interests into three 
great divisions. 
The first was scien­ 
tific or material, where all wan ex 
actness and precision; 
the 
second 
was the abode of beauty, poetry, art, 
and the third was the “gloomy limbo 
of mysticism, where 
ghostly 
shades 
from the past reign 
supreme, 
and 
where religion is the dominant inter­ 
est as represented by St. Francis of 
Assisi.” 
The commission urges the necessity 
of education as the best 
means 
of 
overcoming the apathy or hostility cf 
Latin-Amerieans toward religion. It 
recommends the establishment of re­ 
ligious publications, the maintenance 
of book stores and of a press bureau. 
A co-operating committee is suggested 
which will raise funds to enable the 
missionaries to place books and peri­ 
odicals within the reach of the poor­ 
est. 
The individual efforts 
of 
the 
past, it is stated, have utterly failed 
to cope with the situation 
and 
the 
field should be under the 
continual 
supervision of a well-organized com­ 
mission on literature.

church, and is said to have been de­ 
livered in such a manner as to cause 


the members of his congregation to 
demand his expulsion from rhe War­ 
rensburg pastorate.

Keen Interest is Shown in Any E f­ 
forts to Enlighten the Masses 
in 
in 
the 
Republic 
of 
South America. 


Panama, Feb. 2.—Illiteracy 
in the 
Latin-American countries reaches as 
high as 80 per cent of the population 
in some instances, and in rn) case is 
less than 40 per 
cent, 
according to 
the report of the commission on edu­ 
cation presented 
today 
to the con­ 
gress on religious 
work 
in Latin- 
America w hich is in session bere. 
“In few nations is illiteracy so pro­ 
nounced,” the report says. “In some 
countries, such as Ecuador, ii is im­ 
possible to arrive at any accurate es­ 
timate. In such 
advanced countries 
as Brazil some estimates 
reach as 
high as 80 per cent. 
In view* of the fact that in most of 
the southern republics large 
masses 
of the populations are Indians 
who 
have scarcely emerged from barbar­ 
ism, the commission sees 
no possi­ 
bility of any material advance 
in 
education in 
the 
immediate future. 
The great need, it points oui, is for 
some industrial or education'll train­ 
ing. 
At the same time the commission 
finds tha there is the keenest possi­ 
ble interest in the question of edu 
cation* in practically every section of 
Latin-America, and that any effort in 
that direction is warmly 
welcomed. 
As an example of this 
it instances 
the establishment of notable systems 
of successful day schools iii Central 
Brazil, Argentina, 
Chile 
and 
else­ 
where by the missionary churehes of 
the United States and Great Britain. 
In British Guiana 
there 
a*e 17,000 
pupils in the parochial schools insti­ 
tuted by the Church of England and 
the Wesleyan Methodists. Evangelis­ 
tic schools in Buenos Ayres have 5,- 
€00 pupils 
enrolled 
and 
receive a 
government subsidy, while nearly 40 
parochial schools 
have 
been estab­ 
lished in Brazil. 
The commission reports that plans 
are being worked out for the estab­ 
lishment of a union christian college 
at Buenos Ayres, which city is de­ 
scribed as the 
Gibraltar 
of Latin- 
America from the viewpoint of mis­ 
sionary conquest. 
The report concludes with an urg­ 
ent plea for the co-operation 
of all 
missionary churches 
in educational 
work in the southern 
republics and 
the raising of substantial funds 
in 
view* of the ernormous scope of the 
work.

A contributor to Farm and Fireside 
explains why cows give more milk 
than they used to: 
“ Cattle used to he bred chiefly for 
work. 
Therefore the cows did not 
give much milk. 
Breeds improve the 
thing for winch they are selected. 
“ In 1790 the wrork cows of Germany 
gave an average of a pint and a half 
a day. Interest in milk increased, and 
by 1800 the average yield was a quart 
and a half. 
Breeding went on rnilk- 
ward, and in 1810 the German cows 
averaged two quarts of milk each per 
day. 
In 1820 three, in 1830 four—and 
there the gain stopped for 30 years. 
But in 1860 the production had in­ 
creased to six quarts and by 1870 to 
eight.”

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DIFFERENCES IN CLASSES OF CHICKENS 


Feeding and Inspecting English Flock of Young Birds. 


W hat brood of chickens to use on 
the farm, is an ever recurring question 
in tho correspondence of the poultry 
department cf the Kansas State Agri­ 
cultural college. 
So far as those qual­ 
ities that are important on the farm 
are concerned, the principal distinc­ 
tions arc between classes rather than 
breeds. 
The Mediterranean breeds are small, 
sprightly, very nervous in disposition, 
are good rustlers, can fly over any 
fence that is likely to be constructed, 
are clean legged, and are good layers 
of pure white eggs of fair size. 
The 
Mediterranean class includes Leghorns, 
Anconas, Andalusians, Spanish, and 
Minorcas. 
Of these, the Leghorns are 
most popular among the breeds, and 
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White Plymouth Rock Cock. 


the single-comb whites are the most 
popular of the Leghorns. 
In the Asiatic class are found birds 
of the opposite extreme in almost ev­ 
ery characteristic. 
They are the larg­ 
est of the chickens, arc slow mat’, r- 
ing, and are very heavily and loos< \y 
feathered over the body and down the 
legs. 
They are rather poor layers of 
dark brown eggs of good size. 
The 
breeds that comprise the Asiatic class 
are tho Brahmas, the Cochins, and the 
lxingshans.

About half way between the Medi­ 
terranean and Asiatic breeds in most 
characteristics are the American and 
the English breeds. 
They are fair 
layers of light brown eggs, and while 
not so difficult to control as the Leg­ 
horns, are very much more active than 
the Asiatics and usually arc more de­ 
sirable for the general farm. 
Good 
strains of the American breeds lay 
nearly as well as the Mediterraneans, 
and at the same time furnish a better 
carcass for the home table. 
The American 
breeds 
which are 
common on farms are the Plymouth 
Rocks, the Rhode fsland Reds, and the 
Wyandottes. 
The American breeds 
which are seldom seen any morq are 
the Buckeyes, the Javas, and the Dom­ 
iniques. 
The only English breed that 
has had any largo degree of popular­ 
ity among poultry fanciers 
iii this 
country is the Orpington. 
The real choice to be made in the 
way of a breed for the farm, usually 
lies between enc of the 
American 
breeds or the Orpingtons on the one 
hand, and a Mediterranean breed on 
the other. 
As a general thing, the 
Leghorns will probably lay more eggs 
the year round than tho American 
breeds. 
The question to be decided is 
whether this fact offsets the difficulty 
of their control, and the fact that their 
carcasses are not generally considered 
so desirable. 
W ithin 
the 
American 
class 
the 
choice is largely one of personal taste. 
The fact that the carcasses with light 
pin feathers are being demanded more 
arid more by the best markets, how­ 
ever, is having more and more influ­ 
ence in favor of the white and buff 
varieties. 
On the other hand, it is 
generally understood that where coy­ 
otes are still about, tile white varie­ 
ties are more conspicuous and more 
easily picked up. 
In the preparing of eggs for market 
the greatest step in advance that can 
be made is in educating the farmer as 
to the importance of keeping the malo 
birds away from the laying flock dur­ 
ing the summer months, so that infer­ 
tile eggs may be produced.

Northwest School of 
Agriculture, Crookston, Minn.) 
Careful selection of sand and grav­ 
el is the first necessity in the con­ 
struction of a concrete water tank for 
the farm. 
Sand should be clean and 
sharp, containing not more than three 
or four per cent of clay. If it contains 
more clay it should be washed. Gravel 
should also be clean and not more 
than three-fourths of an inch in diam­ 
eter for small tanks or one inch for 
largo tanks. A good mixture for tanks 
may he made of one part of Portland 
cement; two parts of clean, coarse 
sand; and three parts of screened 
gravel. 
The cement, sand and gravel should 
be thoroughly mixed dry. by turning 
with a shovel or hoe. 
Water should 
then be added, a little at a time, un­ 
til the mixture is 
mushy 
but not 
sloppy. If too much w'ater is used and 
the forms are not tight, a part of 
the cement will leak out with the 
water and tho concrete will be weak- 
ened. 
In making a large tank, or one I exPcl it from the blood, 
that is going to be moved from place 
to place, a re-enforcing of iron rods or 
wire mesh is required, though old 
w'agon tires or pieces of strap iron 
are often used. 
It is important that 
the wall re-enforcing be made contin- 
» uous around the corners. 
The tank, if a large one, should 
rest on its own foundation and have 
a concrete floor surrounding it. This 
floor will keep the tank more sanitary 
and also keep the w'ater, spilled by 
the cattle, from undermining the tank. 
The tank may be cast upside down 
by using a wooden core, and an out­ 
side form. 
The outside form is made 
straight up and down, while the inside 
core is made wider at the top than 
the bottom. Then if the water should 
freeze in the tank the ice will slide 
up the sloping sides and be less like­ 
ly to crack them.

Still, some men are clinging to the 
idea that it is possible to incorporate 
all toe good qualities of the different 
breeds into a close-bred animal. 
It is a disastrous belief if put into 
practice.- 
There may be certain in­ 
stances when crossing will give good 
results, as in the production of pig 
pork. 
The man who is experimenting with 
the various breeds and crosses, in 
search of something better than has 
yet been found, may have a mission, 
but such line of investigation is not 
practical for the man who must de­ 
pend upon the return from his swine- 
feeding for his farm profits.

If the flock is to be healthy, vig­ 
orous and productive, it must be 
supplied 
with 
three-fold 
food 
ele­ 
ments—protein, 
carbohydrates 
and 
ash. 
In making up winter rations it is 
not necessary to devote much if any 
attention to the amount of ash or 
mineral matter, for this is easily sup­ 
plied. 
While it is true that many 
flocks produce large egg yields on im­ 
properly balanced rations, yet the 
fact remains that the well-balanced ra­ 
tion is safer and more economical to 
feed the fowls when they are kept un­ 
der normal conditions. 
An excess of protein will to a cer­ 
tain extent take the place of a defi­ 
ciency of carbohydrates, but it is 
cheaper and better for the fowls to 
have an abundance of carbonaceous 
foods. 
No one kind of grain should be used 
as an exclusive diet. 
Mixed grains, 
like oats, wheat, corn, barley, buck­ 
wheat, can be combined so as to give 
a nutritive ration of one part pro­ 
tein to six parts carbohydrates with 
good results. 
Any mixture of good, clean grain 
may be used if well proportioned. 
I 
like to use tw*o or three nlixtures of 
grain and change grain frequently to 
furnish variety which is so much more 
palatable for the fowls. 
In mixing grain feeds, we must con­ 
sider the amount of vegetable and 
animal foods that are being used. 
Iii this way the fowls obtain the 
beneficial effects of the mash feed 


feeding a mash feed of ground grains, 
better results usually come by feeding 
it in two feeds and supplementing 
them with dry grain scattered in a 
litter. 
Wheat bran and linseed oil meal 
make a suitable addition to the mash 
feed. Table scrap and kitchen wastes 
also improve a mash feed. 
Fowls need some kind of green feed 
to take the place of grass, which is 
available during the summer. Fresh­ 
ly cut clover or alfalfa hay steamed 
for about an hour, cannot be beaten 
as a substitute for green grass. 
Clover i3 a good egg producing food. 
When these foods are cut and steamed 
they will take the place of consider­ 
able grain or animal foods. 
If they 
are not available, wheat Oran may be 
used in moderate quantities. 
Vegeta­ 
bles should be fed raw'. 
To secure best results, animal foods 
are necessary. 
Nothing is better than 
ground bone; it contains the elements 
necessary for egg production. 
How­ 
ever, the amount of labor required to 
prepare green ground bone is, on 
many farms, so great that it precludes 
its use. 
Dried meat scraps are cheaper at 
$3 per hundred pounds than green 
bone, if a man has other remuuera 
tive w ork to do. 
Skim milk is an exceedingly valua­ 
ble poultry food, and can be profitably 
used every day in the year. 
I have found millet the best scratch 
ing-room litter, because the seeds are 
Cine and afford the fowls an induce-
